.Kelsey Preslay, Gallup chief , of po­ 
lice, and Leslie Mahoney, Gallup po­ 
liceman, made the arrest as Osborne 
attempted to rida a horse past them, 
masquerading as a cowboy not far 
from the scene of the shooting. 
The capture was made while a fly­ 
ing squad of G-men and desertwise
